State Medicine Is 
Brought Nearer 


OTTAWA — State medicine in 
Canada appears (to be. appreciably 
closer as tthe result of a canference 
of Provincial and Dominion health 
authoritics held here. 


When a member first began plac- 
ing resolutions on the House of Com- 
mons order paper urging the Feder- 
al Government to experiment with 
“health units” and work forward to 
State medicine, he was looked upon 
as visionary, and won few support- 
ing voices. But the depression has 
accentuated the need for such a step, 
and. now, mare as a result of stern 
necessity than as a deliberate policy 
the state has been compelled to inter- 
vene here and ther¢é and supply 
medical aid to those who would oth- 
erwise have to go without. 


The Conference of health authori- 
ties adopted the suggestion made by 
the Federal Minister of National 
Health, that a royal commission be 
appointed this summer to go into the 
whole question of state medicine. It 
is freely recognized that tthe co-op- 
eration of Provincial and municipal 
authorities would be necessary ber 
fore such a scheme could possibly 
work, but the fact that seven Pro- 
vinces were represented at the gath- 
ering, and that enthusiastic support 
was in evidence, suggest that this 
co-operation will be available when 
the time comes. 


The position of the private doctor, 
nurse and hospital has in many parts 
of the country been made impossible 
by tthe shortage of purchasing power 
in fthe hands of tthe general public, 
and if the municipalities had not 
provided aid, such areas would now 
largely be without medical services 
capable of caring for the sick and 
needy. Unfortunately there is 0 
general policy of state aid, and the 
greatest variety of  hit-and-miss 
methods and practices are in vogue. 
Those who believe in state medicine 
feel that this should gradually be su- 
planted by an organized system in 
which no matter what the financial 
status of an individual, he or she 
would be assured of proper medical 
care.

To keep fit for the strain of the 
operating room, Dr. K. Winfield Ney, 
who recently demonstrated a_ re- 
markable new operation for the cure | 
of epilepsy, regulate his life like 
clockwork. He rises at eight and 
is never known to be late at the 
hospital. His morning is spent in 
operating; his afternoons in seeing 
patiets. Then he takes an _ hour’s 
nap before dinner. The evening is 
passed in playing chess, bridge, or 
seeing a serious play. Four hours, 
from eleven at night to three in the 
morning. are devoted to reading and 
writing scientific literature. He has 
found that he is at his best on six 
hours’ sleep; five at night, from 
three to eight, and one hour during 
the day. More sleep impairs his 
concentration. 

Because it demands a coordination 
of rapid improvements. Dr. Ney 
practices trap shooting during much 
of his spare time. Also he trains his 
fingers for hours at a ‘time by model- 
ing clay, carving wood, and practic- 
ing sculpture. In addition, he finds 
relaxation in working with woods 
and tools in his home workshop. 


Almost all surgeons are constantly 
seeking to increase the skill of their 
hands and their ability ‘to co-ordinate 
brain and muscle. One surgeon of | 
my acquaintance ‘took up etching to | 
develop more delicate control over 
| his fingers. Several have learned to 
play the violin in order ‘to imcrease 
the nimbleness of their hands. Dr. 
Forbes Hawkes, noted for his re- 
markable operations upon tthe kid- 
ney, learned ‘to play ‘the piano ‘as 
training for his fingers. To perfect 
himself jin tying stitches, one Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., surgeon spends part of 
each evening tying knots in strings 
around a bedpost. In the operating 
room, he is noted for the speed with 
which he ‘ties stitches in d¢losing a 
wound. 

Fencing is the method used by an- 
other surgeon to keep his eyes and 
muscles in perfect co-ordination. In 
addition, he plays musical instru- 
ments that require the use of both 
hands. For, whereas (the average 
craftsman is skillful with either his 
right or left hand, most of the mas- 
ters of the operating room are am- 
bidextrous. I have seen surgeons 
working first with one hand and thefi 
the other, according to which one 
gave them tthe best conditions for 
cutting or sewing. 

Performing operations upon ani- 

mals for scientific research is anoth- 
er method by which the surgeon 
trains his hands to perform delicate 
tasks. In this work, ‘the experiment- 
er is often dealing with tiny glands 
and the slightest slip upsets the 
whole experiment. It is interesting 
to note that it was through such an 
experiment that Dr. Frederick Bant- 
ing, of Toronto, Canada, discovered 
insulin, the gland extract which has 
aided thousands of sufferers from 
diabetes. This discovery is rated as 
one of the greatest in medicine. 
} More tthan a million operations, a 
year are performed in the United 
States alone. In recent years, | the 
life-saving record of surgery has 
been climbing steadily. Much of the 
credit for this must go to the infinite 
pains with which the surgeon pre- 
pares for his work and the unceasing 
efforts with which he seeks to in- 
crease his skill and technique.

VALUE OF SELECTION OF SEED 
- POTATOES 


During the recent years virus dis- 
eases have been given much attention 
and it has been found that the best 
way to eliminate them from the po- 
tato crops is ito select healthy plants 
for seed purposes during ithe grow- 
ing season. In ‘this manner, the yield 
per acre has been increased and! the 
type and quality of ithe potatoes 
have been improved. Several years 
ago, a system of seed potato certifi- 
cation was organized by the Division 
of Botany, of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Fanms and is now conducted 
in every province of Canada. Be- 
fore crops are certified they must 
pass careful inspections of the 
plants and of ithe tubers. The most 
important of these inspections is 
that given to the plants during ‘the 
growing season. Only crops

200 Families Leave 
For Empire ln Alaska 


ST. PAUL 
States agents that fertile lands lie 
between Alaska’'s-glaciers, 200 farm 
families from Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, are going up there 
to establish a new agricultural em- 
pire in the belt of the midnight sun. 

The city, built by the industry of 
their immigrant ancestors, saw the 


day, when 67 farmers, with their 
wives, children and portable house- 
hold belongings, will entrain for Sau 
Francisco to board the ship which 
will carry them to Alaska. 

The remaining 133 families will de- 
sert their drouth and erosion-impov- 
erished grain belt lands within the 
fortnight and sail from Seattle on 
May 15. 

This immigration, in the burdens 
of labor and hardship it will impose 
on the colonists, is seen by many as 
the 1935 equivalent of the migration’ 
of the Pilgrim Fathers from Eng 
land to Massachusetts in 1620. Yet, 
although none of the families select- 
ed for the trek knows anything re- 
garding life in the great north ter- 
ritory from which few of them will 
return, all eagerly have accepted the 
chance it offers for an escape ‘from 
poverty

carved by axe and plow. 

Four hundred men from northwest 
transient relief camps will be 
brought to Alaska with the first con- 
tingent’ of settlers ito help clear the 
Jand. With the menfolk among the 
‘colonists these woodsmen will make 
the forests ring with their axe 
blades and operate tractor-driven 
plows to turn the vingin soil. 

Some of ‘them will begin immedi- 
ately to build log houses for the set- 
flers. 


The houses must be built by Oc- 
tober. So must a school house, which 
will also be the community’s social 
centre in the long winter months 
‘when the sun shines only 200 minutes 
a day. : 

So must a cannery, a garage and 
a workshop be erected in the wilder- 
ness before October 15, when the 400 
‘transient camp workmen will sail 
back to the United § States, leaving’ 
the colonists to face alone the hard- 
ships of their first winter under the 
aurora borealis. 

Through the winter the colonists 
will be able to do little except attend 

eir cows, one of which will be as- 
signed to each family. In the spring, 
however, they will be expected to 
(produce nearly a million dollars 
worth of farm products. This is im- 
portant. . 

Merchants in Seward, Anchorage, 
Matanuska and Fairbanks annually 
buy a million dollars worth of food- 
stuffs from Canada and the United 
States. When the present coloniza- 
tion project was conceived last year, 
those merchants declared their readi- 
ness to purchase produce of the 
Matanuska valley if they could be 
sure of receiving enough for their 
retail needs. 

Not to be discounted are declar- 
ations from military observers who 
declare that golonization will help 
build Alaskan defences in any invas- 
ion of U.S. from the east.

The time 
has now come for (thoughtful persons 
to calmly consider the history of the 
nations during the past twenty-five 
centuries din «particular and learn 
therefrom lessons of great benefit. 

| Amidst all the dreadful  experi- 


jences of time 'the reverential miunu | 


{can discern the gracious hand of God 
holding before man the ‘truth, that 
he might have cpportunity to learn 
and profit therefrom. For centuries 
there has been placed before 'the peo- 
ples of so-called ‘‘Chnistendom" the 
great ‘truth: “Blessed is the nation 
whose God is Jehovah.” (Ps. 33:12, 
A.R.V.) Even when all these nations 
‘have disregarded ‘that great truth 
.God has continued to manifest his 


‘loving-kindness and _ long-suffering ;gogue and the professional politici- 


,toward them, abiding his own good 
,time when he will lift ‘the people out 
of their mire. When the course of 
| the people has been such as to war- 
rant their destruction the great Je- | 
hovah God has shown compassion 
and mercy toward them. Now it is) 
manifest ‘that his due time has come 
i when his purposes shall be more 
‘plainly put before the people, that 
they may understand how a right- 
;eous government is 'to be erected on 
{the earth for them. 

There are three primary classes in- 
‘to which may be divided all the gov- 
ernments which man has attempted; 
(to establish. Where the supreme 
political control is in ‘the band of a 
single individual, that form of gov- 
ernment is called a monarchy. Where 
i the supreme political power is vested 
in a few, that government is called 
an aristocracy. Where the supreme 
power of control is in the hands of 
ithe populace, ‘that government is 
called a democracy. When a mon- 
larchy is corrupt, it is called a tyran- 
ny. When aristrocracy is corrupt 
that government is called oligarchy. 
| Where a democracy is corrupt, the 
;Bovernment is designated as a mo- 
| bocracy. Monarchies are either ab- 
solute or limited. The power of an 
| absolute monarchy is vested in and 
,exercised by one supreme ruler. A 
| limited monarchy usually has a fun- 
{damental law or constitution which 
limits the power and authority of 
‘the chief ruler and grants a portion 
thereof to the citizens. A monarchy 
lis either one of heredity or an elec- 
tive government. A democracy is 
|either direct or indirect. Where the 
‘people elect their representatives 
who form the governing power, such 
government is designated an indirect 
j democracy or a republic. A direct 
|democracy is a government in which 
‘all tthe people have some voice in the 
enactment and enforcement of the 
laws. Man has tried all these forms. 
| Looking over the history of the 
nations whose governments have 
|been either that of a monarchy, an 
aristocracy or a democracy, not one 
‘has been found ‘to be entirely satis- 
|factory to the people. The history of 
every nation shows that it has been 
a struggle between ‘the classes. It 
has been a contest between the ex- 
ploiting and the exploited. As a 
‘general rule, the class smaller in 
inumber has ruled and oppressed the 
class greater in number. These strug- 
gles have resulted in many revolu- 
tions, great suffering, and much 
bloodshed. Out of these struggles 
have developed the various theories 
or forms of government called radi- 
|cal, including communism, socialism, 
,the soviet, and bolshevism. The birth 
of these has been due to the strug- 
gles of the oppressed. 
| Communism advocates a sharing 
of all things in common, aiming at 
‘the abolition of private ownership of 
property and at holding of all pro- 
|perty for ithe benefit of the com- 
munity. 

Socialism holds that ‘the means of 
(production and distribution -of the 
wealth of tthe nations are the collec- 
tive property of the workers, who by 
their efforts produce that property, 
| while the goods which are ‘to be con- 
sumed become the private property 
of 'the individual workers. Such gov- 
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ors to build for himself a desirable | 


ernment would do away with the 
aristocratic class. 

Out of the World War was born 
the soviet government of Russia. 
Peoples of that nation had long suf- 
fered under a monarchy that border- 
ed closely upon & tyranny. The war 
furnished {the opportunity to  over- 
throw the monarchy. ‘Soviet’ really 
means council or harmony. The So- 
viet government, however, has been 
anything but harmonious. The gov- 
ernment is made up of councils of 
working men and soldiers called de- 
puties. There are various councils 
and one supreme council. The soviet 
rule is called an organized form of 
dictatorship of ithe proletariat, but 
this government denies the right of 
|suffrage to certain classes. The 
soviet government has not been: a 
success, and never can be, and is far 
from being satisfactory ito the people 
who have tried it. As in all other 
forms of government where the peo- 
ple are supposed to have a voice, tthe 
demagogues and party men domin- 
ate ‘the various councils; and there- 
fore the government has presented 
no advantages over any other gov- | 
ernment. In fact, boshevism has re- 
sulted in great suffering of the peo- 
ple. and it is feared by many of the 
other nations and governments of
